The fifth and sixth points concern 
special questions which 
the 
Holy 
Father does not and could not pro­ 
pose a definite solution of. 
The Holy Father emphasizes that 
the appeal w as not suggested by any 
belligerent, and he 
said

about democracy or democratization. 
or existing government, sis history 
teaches that government imposed by 
arms cannot live, although respect 
for the free will of the people allow 
them to choose the form of govern 
nient they please.

The testimony

morning referred particularly to the 
Identification of the telegram sent by 
him to Slocum just before the dosing 
of the last bond transaction of $765,- 
000 where Elder asked Slocum to as­ 
sist him in the matter of settlement. 
There was also testimony offered 
by the state In the cross-examination 
of Elder showing Elder had tried to 
get contractors on judicial ditches 
covered by bonds to pay a percent­ 
age between I Vi and 3 per cent of 
their contracts to assist in carrying 
out the flnul sale of the bonds. 
No such arrangement was consum­ 
m ate d however and Elder testified he 
made tills request of the contractors 
at the request of John Nuveen & Co., 
Chicago hankers, and

and did it unwillingly and did not 
expect he was able to get the con­ 
tractors to agree to it and only did 
if as Nuveen & Co. requested it. and 
although if he was successful he was 
to share with Nuveen In Hie amount 
received from the contractors.

preserved in this m ann er a n 1 a p p etiz­ 
ing and w h olesom e and retain prac­ 
tically all the fresh n ess 
and

q ualities of th e v eg eta b les as w hen 
llrat picked and are certain to be ap­ 
preciated d u rin g th e 
w in ter 
days 
when fresh v egetab les are not to he 
had. 


The d em onstration w as under the 
direction of Mrs. C. I). M cK ay and 
rep resentatives of practically all the 
church g u ild s w ere present aa well 
as a large n u m b er of oth er ladles. 
It is to be hoped that every lady In 
Brainerd w ho has not a su ccessfu l 
method of p reserving beans in this 
m anner w ill be able to take a d v a n t­ 
age of these m ethods.

penses of the war. 
It Is possible for tho government to

am ount to little, consldertng tho big 
thing which is before It. 


Presidents and Money. 
I have heard it said that I'resident 
Wilson grows aloof and fidgets as soon 
as any one beatus to talk figures and 
finance to him. 
Of course he could 
not bay# become n great, college pro­ 
fessor without u modicum of m ath e­ 
matical acumen 
But it is said that 
tie knows little about the

questions of national finance.

Washington, Aug. 24.—Government 
control of the coal industry was made 
almost complete when President Wil­ 
son named Dr. lf. A. Garfield, presi­ 
dent of Williams college, fuel adm inis­ 
trator, fixed an thracite prices for pro­ 
ducer* and jobber* and set a limit on 
profit* 
to 
be 
made 
by 
bituminous 
tvwholesalers. 
The next, ami Anal step will be to 
make 
regulation* 
for coal distribu­ 
tion and to fix anthracite and bitum in­ 
ous retail prices 
This will be done 
when a distribution program is per 
lected and when the federal trade com 
mission ha* completed a plan under 
which retail profit* may he fixed. 
The anthracite price* fixed effective 
Sept. I are virtually the same a* those 
now charged af the mines under a 
voluntary arrangem ent made by pro­ 
d u c e r with the trade commission. The 
price* that may be charged by jobber*, 
however, will 
reduce 
present costs 
sharply. 
Bituminous Jobber*’ profits, 
too, will be cut by the new price scale 
set for wholesale transactions. 
The coal administration will ire or 
gani/.ed as soon as Dr. Garfield has 
completed his work of recommending 
to the food administration a govern­ 
ment price for the 1917 wheat crop. 
I rider the law giving the president 
control of fuels the government «an 
take over and operate any mines fail­ 
ing to observe regulation* prescribed. 
Fixing of retail prices present* a 
tangled problem
